Yesterday suit was begun in the dis 


trict court by W. F. Mills against 
Lester H. Williams. 


Tbe complaint is an interesting doc- 


ument of eight typewritten pages. It 
alleges that tbe defendant procured 
the publication in the NETADA STATE 
JOURNAL of articles which damaged 
him in the sum of $10,000. 


The paper begins by reciting the 


business of the plaintiff, as being that 
of developing, working and selling 
mines. Tbe plaintiff also states that 
be ia interested in a company that was 
organized by himself, the defendant, 
George D. Burton, Henry Anderson, 
Henry Biter, Sardia Snmmerfleld and 
W. G. Caffrey. 


The corporation is known as tbe 


Nevada Power and 
Transportation 


Company. 


It DOW reaohss the pith of the charge 


by reciting f fast on the 7th day of No- 
vember, 1899, a defamatory article was 
published in tbe NEVADA STATE JOUB- 
NAL, entitled: "Something Rotten in 
Denmark, Napoleons of power and fin- 
ance will soon hunt tall timber." 


The entire article ia quoted with 


parenthetical interpolations, pointing 
out the defamatory sentences. 


Then .follows: "By reason of said 


defamatory and libelous article plain- 
tiff was greatly injured in bis good 
name and reputation as au honest mao, 
to-wit:—in the sum of ten thousand 
dollars." 


For further cause of action plaintiff 


states that on the 8th day of November 
another 
libelons 
and 
defamatory 


article was published ia the JOURNAL. 
Tola cause of 
eotion was entitled: 


"The bubble is basted; the projectors 
are—? The Nevada Power and Trans- 
portation scheme has become some- 
what disfigured. First chapter of a 
very interesting serial slory." 


The entire two column article is re- 


pnduced with one or two comments. 


At the conclusion of the quotation 


plaintiff says: 


"Said article is false, defamatory 


and libelous and by its publication 
plaintiff was injured in bia good name 
and reputation and humiliated and 
mortified. Its publication was malic- 
ious and by reason of its publication 
plaintiff waa damaged in the sum of 
ten thousand dollars." 


Fora still fuither cause of action 


plaintifl shows that on the 21at day of 
November the following libelons and 
defamatory article was published in 
the NEVADA STATE JOURNAL: "Power 
plant projectors." This article is also 
given in fulf. 


The complaint concludes: "Defen- 


dant, Lester H. Williams, plaintiff is 
informed and believes, conspiring with 
several other persons, instigated and 
procured the writing, printing and 
publication of said false, defamatory 
and libelous articles in said NEVADA 
STATE JOURNAL aa aforesaid deliber- 
ately, aud maliciously and with the 
intent to injure plaintiff in his good 
name and character and plaintiff was 
damaged in his good name and char- 
acter by the publication of the said 
false, defamatory and libelous articles 
in the sum of ten thousand dollars. 


"Wherefore plaintiff asks judgment 


against defendant in the sum of ten 
thousand dollars and for costs of suit."
